SELLING GOOD COWS CHEAP 


. 

The follc,ing is a sample of what 
is discovered by the simple weighing 
of milk end testing of samples. A 
four year old cow gave in tone month 
920 pounds of milk containing 33 Ibs 
of fat. In th2 some herd,a_five**year 
old gave only 330 ‘pouads.of ~ milk 
and 19 pounds of fat. Thas the {first 
cow gave more than twice as much 
as the latter. 

Thisifurthc fact +s interestingsthis 
particular cow was solid by M®iman. 
absolutely ignorant of her value’ or 
dairy capacity. The present. owner, 
through keeping individual records: , 
Iknows her better cnd would not sell 
her for less than thirty dollars more 
than he paid for her. 

Another fact is worth carzfiul at- 
tention; the total of the herd -yield 
for a'day or a month -will never re-- 
veal these good individuals. What 
the owner needs to know for certain 
is obtained only from a record of each 
cow he kecps. You can save labour 
and good feed by bestowing them on 
cows that you know are worth kKeep- 
ing ; you will then be in a position to 
keep your best oows, ‘and will not lose 
money by selling good cows cheap.

The body resembled a skeleton cov- 
ered with leather, but onder a slow 
process of the introduction of alr and 
water a slight tilling out was percepti- 
ble. The latest microbe antiseptic was 
ased, and successfully. So slow was 
the. process that it was a week before 
the watchers began to perceive the|' 
slightest sign of a tiving organism, and |’ 
even then there was no certainty con- 
cerning ‘ft. 

It would be !mpoesible for the unsct- 
entifie mind to follow the various de 
vices preventive of danger appiled oy 
the vevivers. Results alone can be giv: 
en. Within ten days the body had as- 
sumed some degree of roundness. 
There was still the pallor formerly sup- 
poscd ‘to indicate death, but now. known |’ 
in some cases to indicate only. a sus-, 
pension of the action of the heart. The 
first sign of life was a silght tremor, at 
which the resuscitators clasped one an. | 
other's hands {p an ecstasy of hope, ~ 

It was soun ufter this that the body 
‘was removed from the sarcophagus 
and placed in a warm bed. The region 
about the heart was then alternately 
elutched and released once {n several 
seconds to start the action of that or- 
gan. The arms wertcerworked to and 
fro to start respiration. A very small 
quantity of food was administered, 

On the eighteenth day while the re 
suscitators were all present the lips 
moved, and the single word “Adrian” 
was faintly spoken. 

The scientists were dolighted. But 
their joy was‘soon turned to disap- 
pointment. Despite all effort and care 
the signs of life died away azd have 
never retarned. It ts believed that 
when consciousness returned it brought 
with it the tinbility to mental distress, 
which we now: know ts the body's
